GUARDS WOOL FROM MOTHS 


New Preparation Said to Preserve thf 


Fabric From Depredations 


of the Pests. 


A preparation has been discovered 


in Europe which, it is claimed, makes 
wool immune from the ravages of 
motjis. It is in the fonii of a powder, 
which, before It is applied, is mixed 
in water with a small quantity of sul- 
phuric acid for all-wool goods, formic 
acid being used for half-wool. 


The wool itself is said not to be 


affected by the application, and only a 
few colors, very slightly. 
In case no 


alkalies are brought into contact with 
it the wool remains moth-proof when 
washed. Tests made with two pieces 
of woolen cloth exactly alike, in which 
moth eggs were placed, resulted, in the 
course of six months, in the entire dis- 
appearance of the untreated fabric, 
whereas the 
wool which had beeo 


treated remained intact.

SON AND DAUGHTER 


AMONG AITO VICTIMS 


Three were injured in an accident 


near Hanover. Sunday evening, when 
a machine driven by Curviii Allewelt, 
skidding on tbe wet "pike at New 
^Baltimore, 
crashed 
into 
a 
large 


sign at the side of the road. His son, 
Arthur, 9 years, had his right leg 
broken and all his teeth knocked out. 
His daughter, Henrietta. 16 years, sust- 
tained severe flesh wounds on both 
legs, and his wife had her right arm 
broken at the elbow. At the time of 
the accident Mr. Allewelt was hurry- 
ing to escape a storm. The other 
memberp of Mr. Allewelt's family, who 
were in the aiuto, escaped injury. 


The young boy will be crippled for 


life by the breaking entirely off of a 
large fragment of the upper parr of 
the femur; and will probably also be 
disfigured. The injured were all on 
the right side of the Hudson speed- 
ster which struck the sign. On the 
other side of the car were seated1 Mr. 
Allewelt, who is a foreman In the 
Hanover shoe factory, and daughter 
Isabel and son, Edward. The family 
had been at Gettysburg and were re- 
turning home. Just as he had passed 
another car Mr. Allewelt's machine 
skidded. Witnesses express the opin- 
ion that had he allowed the car to go 
straight it would probably have land- 
ed' safely in a corn field, clear or the 
sign. Instead Mr. Allewelt is said to 
have brought the car about and it 
crashed Into the sign, both it and the 
car being badly damaged. The injury 
to the boy, Arthur, is unusual. At the 
upper end of the femur a piece of bone 
three inches in length, and an incii 
thick, was broken off. This fragment 
was found in his trousers-. In pass- 
ing through the flesh at had caused a 
wound about two and a half inches 
long.

lowing daily his work, George Fauth, 
70 years old, of York, committed sui- 
cide on Saturday by hanging himself 
in the wood 
shed at the rear of his 


home. He had been sick for a long 
time, which caused' him to be melan- 
choly. A nearby sawbuck indicated 
that he had first stood on it, and then, 
after fastening the rope about his 
neck, stepped off the sawbuck. 
The 


discovery of the body was made by 
Samuel Smith, a neighboi, on his way 
to work.

Economy is one of the gieatest of 


virtues but false economy is no more 
a virtue than anything else that Is 
false. To be able to economize wisely 
is one of the greatest blessings that 
one can have, for it is the prerequisite 
to thrift and well-being. Too many 
persons, however, who think they have 
found the secret of true economy are 
practicing a false economy which is 
worse than wilful waste. 


For instance, the man who buys a 


stove from a mail order house for $9 
because ne thinks he would have to 
pay $10 for one if he purchased it 
from his home merchant, is practicing 
a false economy, for the chances are 
that he would save more than $1 in 
the end if he purchased the $10 stove 
from the local hardware leader. 


There are several reasons why this 


is false economy. The first one is that 
dollar for dollar, the greater part of 
the merchandise sold by the mail or- 
der houses is of less value than that 
t.old by the retail merchants of the 
smaller communities. The mail order 
business, as a whole is built upon 
cheapness. 
In order to attract cus- 


tomers the catalogue houses must sell 
goods cheaply and in order to do that 
they must sell cheap goods. 
Their 


business is built up on price and not 
on quality. The retail hardware deal- 
er, like retail dealers in other lines, 
proBably can match the prices of the 
mail order houses. He probably has 
a $9 stove which he can sell to the 
man who wants to get a stove for $9. 
The trouble is that the man who buys 
from the mall order house does not 
distinguish between price and quality. 


Thinks He Is Economizing. 


The man who buys the $9 stove 


from the mail order house probably 
would not buy a $9 stove from his 
local merchant for In the latter case 
he would see just what he was buying 
and might realize that the $9 stove 
would not meet his needs. He orders 
a $9 stove from the mail order house, 
however^ lust_ because^ the price U $9 


ana not nocause ne nas any assurance 
that the stove \\ill meet his need*. He 
thinks he is simng a dollar or tv.o l» 
buying this stove instead of pajing 
$10 or $11 to the home merchant for 
one that he has seen and knows will 
give hira satisfaction. 
The chances 


are that \\hen the stove arrives and 
he has u=«d it for a snort time he 
\\ ill realize that he has practiced false 
.economy—that it would have been 
more economical in the end for him to 
pay a dollar or two more to his hoinej 
merchant and get an article that was 
guaranteed by the dealer. 


The patron of the mail order house, 


also, often fails to take the matter of 
transportation charges into considera- 
tion when making his purchase. 
He 


sees only the price of the article as 
listed in the mail order catalogue and 
does not think of the express or freight 
charges, which with the cost of a 
money order and postage often make 
the total cost of the article greater 
than the price at which the same thing 
could ha\e been purchased at the local 
store. Another case of false economy. 


Buying merchandise of poor quality 


because the price is low is often false 
economy when the purchase is made 
at the home stores but it is doubly so 
when the merchandise Is bought from 
a mail order house. When buying at 
home one can be reasonably sure that 
the article purchased at a low price, 
while there is no such assurance when 
it is bought by mail on the "sight un- 
seen" plan. 


Idea Is Exploded. 


The idea that the mail order houses 


sell the same quality of goods at lower 
prices than the home merchants is 
quickly exploded \\hen one learns of 
the large profits that are made by the 
majority of the mail order houses and 
the large selling expense to which thej 
are subjected. 
The large mail order 


houses spend hundreds of thousands- 
of dollars annually for advertising and 
the selling expenses of tlie smaller 
concerns are proportionately as large. 
Their other expenses, such as rent, 
taxes and labor, are also higher than 
those of the local retail merchants, in 
proportion to the business which the> 
do. In spite of these heavy expenses, 
the mail order houses distribute mil- 
lions of dollars in dividends among 
their stockholders. la one large mail 
order concern the profits of the stock- 
holders, in cash and stock dividends 
have aggregated as much as 1,000 per 
cent on the capital invested in the 
short period of nine years. This doe* 
not indicate that the mail order houses 
are in business for their health and 
are giving away merchandise to their 
customers. 


The mail order Houses have capi- 


talized the desire to economize that Is 
inherent In almost every one. By plac 
ing price above quality and making 
cheapness the fundamental element i: 
iheir business they have inculcated ii 
the minds of theii patrons the Ides 
that they are econ< .nizing when thej 
bur cheap goods at "heap prices.

William C. Sanders, expert examiner 


of the State Public Welfare depart- 
ment, Friday inspected conditions and 
inmates at the Adams county home. 
The inspection was made in connec- 
tion with the recent ruling of the wel- 
farip department in revoking the li- 
cense of the county home which per- 
mits it to keep insane or mentally de- 
ranged patients. By taking the li- 
cense from Adams county, the local 
court can no longer commit a person 
mentally deranged to this institution 


but must order him sent to one of the 
state institutions. While no patients 
have been removed from the wards at 
the county home- up to the present 
time, those in charge expect that or- 
deivs will be received shortly for their 
transfer to state hospitals and insti- 


i tutions designated by the department 
of Public Welfare. In all, there are 
34 patients in the pneuro-psychralic 
wards at the local institution. The 
directors of the poor of this county, 
as well as those of the adjoining coun- 
ties of Frank 1 in and Cumberland, have 
taken their appeal to Dr. J. M. Baldy, 


head of the State Welfare Department, 
to allow them to keep tne mentally 
unsound in institutions maintained by 
the counties. la Cumberland county 
a new $100,000 building, erected to 
take care of lunacy patients, lias re- 
cently been completed.

to state institutions.

and to do all other acts and things which Independent States may of right do. 
And for 


the support of this Declaration, with a firm reliance on the protection of Divine Provi- 
dence, we mutually pledge to each other our lives, our fortunes, and our sacred honor.

A building of serenity and 
svru- 


metry, of fine amplitude, a gracious, 
alluring budding, rich in noble mem- 
ories, jet touched also w i t h a living 
sweetness, such is the beautiful old 
State house in Philadelphia, often re- 
ferred to as Independence hall. And 
it stood here, and was even then a 
building of age and dignity, when Sii 
Walter Scott said to Washington Irv- 
ing, with a 
tolerant 
condescension 


which lie meant to be flattering, "The 
vast aboriginal trees that have shel- 
tered the Indians before the intrusion 
of the white man, arc the monuments 
and 
antiquities of your 
country!" 


Scott was quite ignorant of the fact 
that America had architecture; to him, 
our country 
had merely trees, al- 


though this building, and some other 
American 
buildings, were richer in 


beauty and in noble association than 
quite a number of those in bis own 
land of which he wrote with such, en- 
thusiasm. 


Scott was deeply impressed by the 


thought of our illimitable forests 
"lie 


longed to see one, as Dickons longed 
to see an American prairie. And had 
Scott come over here and had he seen 
not only a forest but tins State house, 
his Imagination would have been fired 
and he might have written a great 
novel about America, rich in details 
of the Revolutionary leaders, with the 
picturesque John Hancock, in scarlet 
coat and cocked hat with black cock- 
ade, entering this building to preside 
at the signing of the Declaration. . . . 


Beautiful in Many Ways. 


The 
State 
house, 
"Independence 


ITall," was planned in 172S.I and com- 
pleted, except as to wing and tower, 
five jears later; quite old enough, one 
sees, to satisfy even a Walter Scott! 
But it must not be thought that it is 
beautiful or interesting principally on 
account of age. Age adds to a beauti- 
ful building the salt «nd savor of time, 


the romantic patina, literal or meta- 
phorical, that comes with the decades. 
But this State house is beautiful in 
itself; it was beautiful when it was 
joung and new ; it will remain beauti- 
ful as long as it stands, with its tradi- 
tion^ giowing more interesting with 
time 
After all. Philadelphia was the 


largest and richest Colonial city of 
Great Britain, and so it was natural 
that a fine administrative structure 
should be built here. 
And it was put 


up in the same period which saw the 
construction of two other admirable 
state houses, that of Bosfon (not the 
statel.v pillared building of the' pres- 
ent time, but the delightful ancient 
state house), and the charming State 
house of Annapolis. 
All three are 


lessons 
in 
good 
tas-te, 
in 
positive 


beauty. 
And the Philadelphia struc- 


ture is the finest of the three. . . . 


The 
State house 
is a beautiful 


building, alike in its mass effects and 
in its smallest details, in the views of 
it from the exterior or in 
rooms 


within. Its facade is exactly centered, 
and similarly winged and arcaded at 
right and left. It is beautiful and it is 
balanced. 


Viewed From the Outside. 


Seen 
from 
Independence 
square, 


which is a large open space, stone 
paved, with intervening surfaces 
ot 


grass and fair-sized trees, it is a tow- 
ered building of tune-mellowed brick, 
with white window stones, with small- 
ish pillared doorway beneath a tower 
built outside the lines of the mam 
building, and, over this door\\a\, a 
splendid 
Palladian window. 
Above 


are cormcmjrs, and a fetching, bulg- 
ing, bow-Iron ted window, and above 
this is a clock-tow er, square at the 
bottom and rising in eight-sided dimi- 
nutions to a six-sided narrow pinnacle 
which is topped 
by a 
trident-like 


weathervane of gilt. 


Enter bAieath the triple Palladian 


window, witli its heavy muntm«, and 
passing bj the toot of the finest stairs 
in America, you enrer a broad and 
brick-paved central hall; and there 
comes the sense of a 
glorj- of white, 


with touches of niahoganj and darkish 
green. 


The rooms are serenely beautiful; 


they are dignified, large and light; 
there are pillars and pilasters, there 
are charming cornices, there are pan- 
els; in every direction one sees beau- 
tiful corners or vistas or entrance- 


w aj s. 
The v iew s through the arches 


of the room of the Supremo court, 
into and across the Hall of the Sign- 
me, defined bv 
those three pilastered 


arches, is astonishmglv effective 


At the foot of the wonderful stairs 


now stands the Liberty bell, upon 
which may still be read the Bible 
verse which long before the Revolu- 
tion was cast upon it by its makers: 
"Proclaim libertj throughout all the 
land, upon all the inhabitants thereof." 


Many Lovely Vistas. 


The stair mounts, ramp by ramp, 


within the great tower; a broad stair 
with broad treads and low risers; and 
on the second floor, as on the first, 
there are everywhere long and lovely 
vistas of distinction. 
And on the sec- 


ond fioor is a gieat banqueting hall, 
entered 
through 
a 
delicately 
bell- 


flowered doorway topped bj a beauti- 
ful 
ianlight, 
occupying the 
entire 


length of the building; and at each 
end of the great room is J\ broad fire- 
place, with the intent that the two- 
shall flicker at each other with fine- 
ness of effect. . . . 


A tang of especial distinction is 


given to the admirable Chestnut street 
face of the State house by the un- 
usually high 
kcj stones, 
of marble, 


which center the buck above each of 
the ample windows and rise into a 
band of dark gray marble that ex- 
tends across the entire one hundred 
and seven feet of the building's front; 
and by a line, above this baud, of nine 
panels of marble, beneath the win- 
dows of the second floor. The quoins 
on the corners, and the fine wooden 
eorni'-a 
and 
balustrade 
add 
still 


further distinction ; and in all it is a 
noble and distinguished building, rich 
in noble and distingushed memories.

Constitution Into Effect in 1789. 
The federal Constitution was framed 


by the constitution convention which 
met in Philadelphia May '25. 178T, and 
adjourned September 17, 1787, and it 
went into effect March 4, 17S9, having 
been ratified by eleven of the thirteen 
states, the others, North Carolina and 
Rhode Island, ratifying it November 
21, 17S9, and May 29, 1790, respec- 
tiv ely.

New Preparation Said to Preserve thr 
Fabric From Depredations 
of the Pests. 


A preparation has been discovered 
in Europe which, it is claimed, makes 
wool immune from the ravages of 
motáis. 
It is in the form of a powder, 
which, before It is applied, is mixed 
in water with a small quantity of sul- 
phuric acid for all-wool goods, formic T H 
acid being used for half-wool. 
' 


Tlie wool itself is said not to be 
affected by the .ipplication, and only a 
few colors, very slightly. 
In case no 
alkalies are brought into contact with 
It the wool remains moth-proof when 
wasiied. 
Tests made with two pieces 
of woolen cloth exactly alike, in which 
moth eggs were placed, resulted, in the 
course of six months, in the entire dis- 
appearance of the untreated fabric, 
whereas the wooi which had 
beeo 
treated remained intact.

Economy is one of the greatest of 
virtues but false economy is no more 
a virtue than anything else that is 
false. To be able to economize wisely 
is one of the greatest blessings that 
one can have, for it is the prerequisite 
CO thrift and well-being. 
Too many 
persons, however, who think they have 
found the secret ot true economy are 
practicing a false economy which is 
worse than wilful waste. 


For instance, the man who buys n 
stove from a mail order house for $9 
because he thinks he would have to 
pay $10 for one if he purchased it 
from his home merchant, is practicing 
a false economy, for the chances are 
that he would save more than 
In 
the end if he purchased the $10 stove 
from the local hardware leader. 


There are several reasons why this 
IS false economy. The first one is that 
dollar for dollar, the greater part of 
the merchandise sold by the mail or- 
der houses is of less value than that 
i^old by the retail merchants of the 
smaller communities. The mail order 
business, as a whole is built upon 
cheapness. 
In order to attract cus- 
tomers the catalogue houses must sell 
goods cheaply and in order to do that 
they must sell cheap goods. 
Their 
business is built up on price and not 
on quality. The retail hardware deal- 
er, like retail dealers In other lines, 
proBably can match the prices of the 
mail order houses. 
He probably has 
' a ?9 stove wliich he can sell to the 
man who ^yants to get a stove for 
The trouble is that the man who buys 
from the mail order house does not

The man who buys the $9 stove 
from the mail order house probably 
would not buy a 
stove from his 
local merchant for In the latter case 
he would see just what he was buying 
and might realize that the 
stove 
would not meet his needs. He orders 
a §9 stove from the mail order house, 
howe_verj. Just because i^e ¿rice is ?9 


and not nocause ne nas any assurance 
that the stove will meet his needs. He 
thinks he is saving a dollar or two by 
buying this stove instead of paying 
$10 or $11 to the home merchant for 
one that he has seen and knows will 
give him satisfaction. 
The chances 
are that when the stove arrives and 
he has used it for a short time he 
will realize that he has practiced false 
.economy—that it would have been 
more economical in the end for him to 
pay a dollar or two more to his hom(^ 
merchant and get an article that was 
guaranteed by the dealer. 


The patron of the mail order house, 
also, often fails to take the matter of 
transportation charges Into considera- 
tion when making his purchase. 
He 
sees only the price of the article as 
listed in the mail order catalogue and 
does not think of the express or freight 
charges, which with the cost of a 
money order and postage often make 
the total cost of the article greater 
than the price at which the same thing 
could have been purchased at the local 
store. Another case of false economy. 


Buying merchandise of poor quality 
because the price is low is often false 
economy when the purchase is made 
at the home stores but it is doubly so 
when the merchandise is bought from 
a mail order house. 
When buying at 
home one can be reasonably sure that 
the article purchased at a low price, 
while there is no such assurance when 
it is bought by mail on the "sight un- 
seen" plan. 


Idea Is Exploded. 


The idea that the mail order houses 
sell the same quality of goods at lower 
prices than the home merchants ia 
quickly exploded when one learns of 
the large profits that are made by the 
majority of the mail order houses and 
the large selling expense to which they 
are subjected. 
The large mail order 
houses spend hundreds of thousands 
of dollars annually for advertising and 
the selling expenses of tlie smaller 
concerns are proportionately as large. 
Their other expenses, such as rent, 
taxes and labor, are also higher than 
those of the local retail merchants, in 
proportion to the business which they 
do. In spite of these heavy expenses, 
the mail order houses distribute mil- 
lions of dollars in dividends among 
their stockholders. 
In one large mall 
order concern the profits of the stock- 
holders, in cash and stock dividends- 
Jiave aggregated as much as 1,000 per 
cent on the capital invested in the 
iihort period of nine years. This doe.^ 
not indicate that the mall order houses 
are in business for their heaUh and 
are giving away merchandise to their 
<;ustomers. 


The mall order houses have capi- 
talized the desire to economize that Is 
inherent in almost every one. By plac- 
ing price above 
Q u a l i t y and making 
cheapness the fundamental element ii 
iheir business they have inculcated in 
the minds of theii patrons the Idet» 
that they are ei on« .uizlng when thej 
Duy cheap goods at ^heap prices.

Tho children of tho family, being 
tho most 
Important 
members 
aa to 


proper 
feeding, 
may 
follow 
tho 
English 
custom, 
which 
Is 
Idoal. 
of having a ta- 
ble of tholr-own. 
where 
ihoy 
are 
not 
pormltted 
any 
compromise 
between what they ouiiht to have and 
what 
thoy want. 
Tho result Is of 
course sturdy, healthy youngsters. 
A 
few American families are now fol- 
lowing this system, but tho most as 
yot from necessity;'others from Indif- 
ference allow tho children to oat with 
tho family, whore thoy usually have 
what 
thoy cry for. for tho sake of 
peace at tho aacrlflce of manners, mor- 
als and physique. 


Tho 
average 
housomothor 
cannot 
run two sots of meals and serve at 
tho same time tho noods of the young 
and the desires of the old. 


One may 
restrict 
the diet of 
the 
oldors to conform to the food which 
should be given the young for the 
twc meals of the day, having dinner 
at noon, or lot the little people havo 
supper by thomselvos earlier than tho 
evening dinner 
hour. 


Children under five should never bo 
given 
food not 
suited 
to their 
age 
and condition, 
Tiie problem then is 
to serve meals which will be suitable 
for the whole I'amily for 
breakfast 
and luncheon, and neither unbalauced 
nor 
inadequate 
for either 
child 
or 
udult. 


In the feeding of chlldron considera- 
tion must bo \m\i\o In tlio dilYorenco be- 
t\\oon a child and an adult. 
In com- 
parison of size tho child is doing a 
groat deal more work than the adxdt, 
but his natural appetite will lake care 
of tho amount of food needed to build 
tho body and keep up energy, 
Tiie 
child's food, because be has to use 
more, must be easily digested, more 
v;holosomo and be better balanced, or 
trouble will follow. 


Children should have fats, such as 
cream, butter and olive oil, all easily 
digested. 
Plenty of fat. two ounces 
of butter to a p )und of broad is con- 
sidered a normal amount-r-a great fac- 
tor In growth. 


When the child refuses to eat stop 
feeding or give liquid diet, and consult 
a physician. 


The child, fortunately, who has not 
been pampered, doos not need a vari- 
ety of food to stimulate the appetite, 
neither sauces nor condiments; "hun- 
ger Is the best sauce." 


Leisure misused, an Idle hour wait- 
ing to bo employed, Idle hands wait; 
Ing with no occupation, Idio and empty 
minds with nothing to thlnU of—tlieso 
are tho main temptations to ovll. 
Kill 
up that empty void, employ those va- 
cant 
hours, 
occupy 
thoso 
listless 
hands—tho 
world 
Is de.sperately 
In 
need of earnest worker»—then evil will 
depart ibecause It has no place to en- 
ter, because it Is conquered by good.- 
Dean Stanley.

On the natiun's birthday, therefore,

American ideals, to more loyal and un- 
selfish service, and to stricter conform- 
ity to those great i)rinciples which lie 
at the basis itf the nation's life. There 
is great iieeil for education, since much

America lias tliroughout its life 
stood for. 
And this ignorance is often 
the densest in the minds of those who 
thiidc of themselves as reformers, and 
who indeed

Men need to be very sure that 
they 
know what 
liberty, as won 
by 
jieitple of the Angliciin race, is. and 
winit are Its snfegmirds. 
It is partic- 
ularly necessary that they should un- 
derstand tlie right of minorities, and 
shiiuld 
realize 
that 
there is such 
a 
thing as tlie desjioiism of majorities. 
T h e n 
are some things that a vote of 
the 
majority 
cannot 
be 
allowed 
to 
sanction, 
as 
our 
constitution 
recog- 
nl/A»s. 
Perliaps tills is one of the most 
Important les.suns to be learned, as it 
seems to be the most difiicult to Bring 
home to men. 
T h e very restraints of 
wliieb thf 
uninformed so often com- 
plain have no other i)uri>ose than to 
Ijroti'Ct the helpless against the strong. 
And this is a part of Americanism. So 
we itpi'roacii another Fourth of July.

E THEREFORE, 
the repre»entatîve» of the United Slate» of America in General 
Congres» Assembled, appealing to the Supreme Judge of the world for the recti- 
tude of our intention», do, in the name, and by authority of the good people of 
these colonies, solemnly publish and declare, that the»e united colonies are, and of right 
ought to be, Free and Independent States; that they are absolved from all allegiance to 
the British crown, and that all political connection between them and the state of Great 
Britain is, and ought to be, totally dissolvedj and 
that as Free 
and Independent 
States, 
they have full power to levy war, conclude peace, contract alliance», establish 
commerce, 
and to do all other acts and thing» which independent States may of right do. 
And for

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A 
building 
of 
serenity

metry, of fine amplitude, a 
gracious, 
allurinii building, rich ih nohle mem- 
ories. yet touched also with a livlnp: 
sweetness; 
such is the beautiful old 
State house in Philadelphia, often re- 
ferred to as Independence hall. 
And 
it stood here, and was even then 
a 
building of a s e and dignity, when Sir 
Walter Scott said to Washington Irv- 
ing, 
with 
a 
tolerant 
condescension 
which he meant to be flattering, *'The 
vast aboriginal trees that have shel- 
tered the Indians before the Intrusion 
of the white man, are the monuments 
and 
antiquities 
of 
your 
country!" 
Scott was quite ignorant of the fact 
that America had architecture; to him, 
our 
country 
had 
merely 
trees, 
al- 
though this building, and some other 
American 
buildings, 
were 
richer 
in 
beauty and in noble association 
than 
quite a number of those in his own 
land of which he wrote with suclv^en- 
thusiasm. 


Scott was deeply ImpresRed by the 
thought of our inimitable forests. 
Me 
longed to see one, as Dickens longed 
to see an American prairie. 
And had 
Scott come over here, and had he seen 
not only a forest but this State house, 
his imagination would have been 
fired, 
and 
he might have written 
a 
great 
novel about America, rich in 
details 
of the Revolutionary leaders, with the 
picturesque John Hancock, in scarlet 
coat and cocked hat with black cock- 
ade. entering this building to preside 
at the signing of the Declaration. » , . 


Beautiful In Many Ways. 


The 
State 
house, 
"Indeiiendence 
Hall," was phinned in 172ti and com- 
pleted, except as to wing and tower, 
live years l a t e r ; quite old enough, one 
sees, to satisfy even a Walter Scott! 
But it must not be thought that it is 
beautiful or interesting principally on 
account of age. 
Age adds to a beauti- 
ful building the salt ond savor of time, 


the romantic patina, literal or meta- 
phorical. that comes with the decades. 
But this State house is beautiful in 
itself; It was beautiful when it was 
young and new ; it will i*emain beauti- 
ful as long as it stands, with Its tradi- 
tions growing 
more interesting 
with 
time. 
After all. IMiiladelphin was the 
largest 
and 
richest 
Colonial 
city 
of 
Great Britain, and so it was 
natural 
that 
a 
fine 
administrative 
structure 
should be built'here. 
And it was put 
up In the same period wiiich saw the 
construction 
of two other 
admirable 
state houses, that of Boston (not the 
stately pillared building of the' pres- 
ent 
time, hut 
the delightful 
ancient 
state house), and the charming State 
hou.se of 
Annapoli.s, 
All 
three 
are 
lessons 
in 
good 
taste, 
in 
positive 
beauty. 
And the Philadelphia 
struc- 
ture is the finest of the three. 
. 
. 
. 


T h e 
State 
house 
is 
a 
beautiful 
building, alike in its mass effects and 
in its smallest details, in the views of 
it 
from 
the exterior 
-or 
in 
rooms 
within. 
Its facade is exactly centered, 
and similarly winged and arcaded at 
right and left. It is beautiful and It is 
balanced. 


Viewed From the Outside., 


Seen 
from 
Independence 
square, 
wiiich is a 
large 
open space, 
stone 
paved, 
with 
intervening 
surfaces 
of 
grass and fair-sixed trees, it is a tow- 
ered building of time-mellowed brick, 
with white window stones, with small- 
ish pillared doorway beneath a lower 
built 
outside the 
lines of 
the 
main 
building, 
and, 
over 
this doorway, 
a 
splendid 
Palhulian 
window. 
Above 
are cornicings, and a fetching, bulg- 
ing. bow-fronted window, and 
above 
this is a clo(iî-tower, 
square at 
the 
bottom and rising in eight-sided dimi- 
nutions to a six-sided narrow pinnacle 
which 
is 
topped 
by 
a 
trident-like 
weathervane of gilt. 


Knter iiAieath the triple 
Palladlan 
window, with its heavy muntins, and 
passing by the foot of the finest stairs 
in America, you enter 
a broad 
and 
briek-paved 
central 
hall ; and 
there 
conies the sense of a 
glory of white, 
with touches of mahogany and darkish 
green. 


T h e rooms are serenely 
beautiful; 
they 
are 
dignified, large 
and 
light; 
there are pillars and pilasters, 
there 
are charming cornices, there a r e pan- 
els; in every direction one sees beau- 
tiful Cornells or 
vistas 
or 
entrance- 


ways. 
The views through the a r c h e s 
of 
the room 
of the Supremo 
court, 
into and across the Hall of the Sign- 
ing, defined by 
those three pllastered 
arches, is astonishingly eifective. 


At the foot of the wonderful stairs 
now^ 
stands 
the 
Liberty 
bell, 
upon 
wiiich 
may 
still 
be 
read 
the 
Bible 
verse which long before the 
Kevolu- 
tion was cast upon it by Its m a k e r s : 
"Proclaim liberty throughout 
all 
t h e 
land, upon all the inhabitants thereof," 
Many Lovely Vistas. 


The stair mounts, 
ramp by 
ramp, 
within the great tower; a broad s t a i r 
with broad treads and low risers; and 
on the second lloor, as on the 
first, 
there are everywhere long and lovely 
vistas of distinction. 
And on the sec- 
ond fioor is a great banqueting 
hall, 
entered 
through 
a 
delicately 
bell- 
fif>wered 
doorway topped by a beauti- 
ful 
fanlight, 
occupying 
the 
entire 
length 
of the building; 
and at 
each 
end of the great room Is ft broad 
fire- 
place, with 
the intent that 
the 
tw.o 
shall 
flicker 
at each other with 
fine- 
ness of effect.

A 
tang 
of 
especial 
distinction 
Is 
given to the admirable Chestnut street 
face of the 
State house by the 
un- 
usually 
high 
keystones, 
of 
marble, 
which center the brick above each of 
the ample windows and rise into 
a 
band 
of dark 
gray marble 
that 
ex- 
tends across the entire one 
hundred 
and seven feet of the building's f r o n t ; 
and by a line, above this band, of nine 
panels 
of 
marble, 
beneath 
the 
win- 
dows of the second iloor. 
The quoins 
on the corners, and the 
fine 
wooden 
cornice 
and 
balustrade, 
add 
still 
f u r t h e r distinction; and in all It is a 
noble and distinguished inillding, rich 
in noble and 
(llstingushed 
memories.
